Administration

Little discussed proposed Ordinance 2023-01 amending Chapter 43 of the Code of the Borough of Greencastle to

increase the established compensation for the Mayor and all Borough Councilmembers. Little suggested a minor
revision to the provided draft ordinance noting verbiage from 8 Pa.C.S.A. §1001 (e) to stipulate that the change to
compensation was effective at the beginning of the next term of each member of Council.

Council requested this suggested change be incorporated into the ordinance for Council review at the January
3rd Council meeting.

Little reviewed the updated Borough employee handbook noting that the current, outdated handbook was
established over 15 years ago and that the revised handbook contained several new and expended policies.
